TWO BROTHERS ENTER 
PLEAS OF GUILTY 


Famous Case Resulting 

“From Shooting of U. S. 

_Marshal Comes to Unex- 
pected End Tuesday. 


Blairsville, Ga., October 25.— 
(Special.)}—Following directed ver- 
dicts by the presiding judge, George 
and Decatur Crawley this morning 
were found guilty of murdering 
United States Marshal Ben 
F. Dixon, and sentenced to life 
4imprisonment, while Blain Stewart, 
their cousin, was given a term of 
ten years on a verdict of guilty 
of voluntary manslaughter in the 
fame case. Rose Crawley, sister of 
the Crawley boys, was acquitted. 

The directed verdicts resulted 
from an agreement between Solici- 
tor-General A. G. Collins and the de- 
fendants’ attorneys, Hughes Spald- 
ing and John Sibley, of Atlanta, and 
Newt Morris, of Marietta. 
The decision was announced 
to the court immediately after the 
case was resumed this morning, and 
ex-Sheriff W. C. Towery, who was 
to have finished his testimony, nev- 
er took the stand. 

Plead Guilty. | 
~~ Géorge and Deécattir Crawley plead 
guilty of murder, under the agree- 
ment, and the judge directed a ver- 
dict of guilty with recommendation 
for mercy. Stewart then entered a 
plea of guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter. He was sentenced to ten 
years by the judge. Rose Crawley 
plead not guilty and, under orders 
of the judge, was acquitted. 

Immediately after adjournment of 
court, the prisoners. were carried 
to the DeKalb cqunty jail. There 
was no disorder in the’ courtroom 
this morning, and satisfaction was 
expressed over the case which re- 
sulted in a sensation in 1919 when 
the marshal was shot and troops 
avere sent into Tennessee to capture 
the Crawleys and Stewart. 

First Trial Delayed. 

The first trial was set for April, 

1919, but attorneys for the Crawleys 


made a plea for a change of venue, 


alleging that the boys could not get 
ea fair trial] in Union county, and 
that there was danger of lynching 
in case of acquittal. This was de- 
mied by superior court, went to su- 
preme court and was denied. 

The case was tried in October, 
1919. all four defendants together, 
and all were convicted of murder. 
George and Decatur Crawley were 
sentenced to hang, and Rose Craw- 
ley and Blaine Stewart were given 
life terms. The cases went to the 
gupreme court on general grounds, 
and were affirmed. An extraordi- 
nary motion was made for new 
trial on the plea that a juror was 
related to Dixon, and a new trial 
was granted.

On First Official 
Visit to South 


Larger Cities En Route Turn 
Out at Stations—Speaks 
Here Thursday. 


On Board President Harding's 
Special Train, October 25.—On his 
way to Alabama, to speak tomorrow 
at the Birmingham semi-centennial, 
President Harding today got his 
first real picture of the south since 
he became chief executive. 

Most of the day, as his train trav- 
eled southward from Washington, 
the president watched from the win- 
dow of his car the passing panorama 
of agricultural and industrial devel- 
opment and made many comments 
on the accomplishments and needs of 
the southern’ states. At several 
places, southern products, including 
fruits and specially cured tobaccos 
were presented to him as an earnest 
token of the section’s hospitality. 

Some of the larger cities turned 
out crowds to greet the presidential 
train, and wherever stops were made 
beth the president and Mrs. Har- 
ding shook hands with as many as 
could get near them. 

Fast Schedule. 

The run was made on a fast sched- 
ple, however, and the train slipped 
through most of the towns along the 
way without attracting unusual at- 
tention. cs 

At Charlottesville, Va., a group of 
students from the University of Vir- 
ginia serenaded the president with 
coilege yells, and he presented to 
them three of his guests aboard the 
train, Secretary Weeks, of the war 
department; Secretary Fall, of the 
interior, and Senator Underwood, of 
Alabama, democratic leader of the 
Senate. Mr. Underwood, a graduate 
of the university, made a brief 
speech from the rear platform, prais- 
ing Mr. Harding “as the greatest 
man in America.” 

There were several thousand peo- 
ple Waiting to cheer the president 
at Charlotte, N. C., and he rewarded 
them with a short talk, expressing 
appreoiation of the welcome ac- 
corded him by the south, 

‘Another crowd assémbled about 
the presidential car at Danville, Va.,. 
and the president and Mrs. Har-] 
ding alighted to the station platform 
to shake hands a.l around. At Cal- 
verton, Va., they chatted several 
minutes with a group of overalied 
railroad employees who greeted 
them when the train stopped in the 
yards. 

During the day’s ride Mr. Har- 
ding also cleared away some corre- 
spondence and talked with Secretary 
Weeks, Senator Underwood and Rep- 
resentative Almond, of Alabama, 
about the problem of the Muscle 
Shoals nitrate plant. The war sec- 
retary is to make a tour of inspec- 
tion to the plant after the president 
leaves Atlanta, Ga., Thursday night 
to return to Washington.

The presidential train which left 
Washington at 9 a. m., is to reach 
Birmingham at 8:45 a. m., tomorrow. 
Mr. Harding will spend the entire 
day there, and is expected to make 
seVeral short speeches besides the 
address at the semi-centennial cele- 
bration. He will leave late at night 
for Camp Benning, Ga., where he is 
to make a two-hour visit on Thurs- 
day morning, and then will pro- 
ceed to Atlanta to deliver an ad- 
dress at the Grady monument.

TAMPA BUSINESS 
SFETION FLOODED 
IN COASTAL STORM 


Virtually All Communica- 
tion Wires Down Be- 
tween Lower West Coast 
and Jacksonville. 


FREIGHTER SINKS; 
ANOTHER HELPLESS 


Entire West Coast Struck 
in Storm—Wireless Sta- 
tions Put Out of Com- 
mission. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 25.—At 
midnight tonight the tropical hur- 
ricane which entered the state at 
Tampa this morning and_ spread 
northeastward across. the _ state, 
causing a loss to property and crops 
estimated at approximately a mil- 
lion dollars Was apparently attain- 
ing its maximum velocity in the vi- 
cinity of Jacksonville. 

The gale was blowing at the rate 
of 60 miles an hour here midnight, 
according to Meteorologist Mitchell. 
A heavy downpour of rain has been 
in progress throughout the night. 
Beyond two small blazes in the resi- 
dential section and minor automo- 
bile accidents, the storm has had 
no ill consequences here so far as 
known, 

As the storm turned sharply 
across the state from the west to 
the east coast, trees were uprooted 
buildings demolished, 
while crops in the path were report- 


Seabreeze, a seashore resort of Day- 
tona, about middJe way . between 
Jacksonville and Titusvillé, a aise 
tance of some 225 miles, several cot- 
tages were blown down. Division 
Superintendent Hurley, of the Sea- 
board Air Line railroad, with head- 
quarters here, reported he had been 
in touch with the railroad offices 
at Tampa for a few minutes early 
tonight and that several houses at 
that place were reported blown 
down, while others were unroofed. 
The railroad tracks, he gaid, for 
several miles this side of Tampa 
were inundated and the Seaboard 
trains were entering that city over 
the Atlantic Coast Line tracks, The 
trains of both roads, however, were 
feeling their way, he said, as tel- 
egraphic communication wags impos- 
sible. 
Tampa Flooded, 


The business section of Tampa is 
practically flooded under three feet 
of water as a result of the gulf 
storm, according to advices reaching 
here over crippled transmission lines. 
No loss of life has been reported, 
but industry is at a standstill. The 
entire west coast of Florida is feel- 
ing the effects of the storm, and is 
virtually isolated in so far as com- 
munication is concerned. 

Taripa is: without lights, tele- 
graph, telephone or street car serv- 
ice, according to these advices 
received here by way of Plant City, 
about thirty miles ‘ northeast of 
Tampa. 

Heavy rains are reported falling 
over the entire state. Forty miles 
inland from Tampa, in the section 
around Lakeland and Plant City tne 
truck crops have suffered serious 
damage. The highways are virtu- 
ally impassable because of fallen 
trees, but so far as known railroad 
service has not been seriously in- 
convenienced. Officials of the At- 
lantic Coast Line railroad, with di- 
vision headquarters at Lakeland, re- 
port interruptions of service soutn 
of Tampa with water three feet deep 
over the tracks between Punto 
Gorda and Boca Grande. 

Residences Damaged. 

The flooded area of Tampa was 
described as extending from the bay 
shore sea wall to the heart of the 
Business section, a distance of anuut 
a 8 mile. Fashionable residences 
along the bay shore drive were re- 
ported badly damaged from the high 
water. <A gale of 56 miles an nour 
was reported in that city. 

At Plant City the rainfall for the 
last 48 hours registered 4.26 inches 
with a wind of 35 miles an hour 
blowing. Railroad officilais re- 
ported they were unable to commu- 
nicate with any intermediate sta- 
tions betwen Plant City and Tam- 
pa. A number 6f cattle are report- 
ed drowned. 

No information as to the plight 
of St. Petersburg, 20 miles across 
the bay from Tampa, has been ob- 
tainable, but it is believed the city 
is faring very much similar to 
Tampa.

Teachers’ council of Atlanta, and 
thers visited Mr. Arkwright to 
make their forma! request, 

Uurges Lower Fare. 

The meeting opened witW/the brief 
address of Mrs. Ailes, presenting 
the case of the move’s proponents. 
She related the history of the pres-

“This company has always felt 
that the general public using the 
electric railways was entitled to be 
charged the lowest rate of fare 
practicable, and that this should be 
done without discrimination between 
classes and that the benefit of any 
lower costs should be shared by the 
entire public using the street cars. 
For this reason it has never had 
any special rates to any partf®ular 
class. 

“The only proper justification for 
making a reduced rate of fare fora 
particular class would be that the 
cost of transporting such class was 
lower than the average cost per 
passenger. 

“Certainly this is not true with 
reference to school children or to 
any children, regardless of whether 
they attended school or not. It 
costs the street railway company 
just as much to transport a child 
going to school as it does a child 
going to work. A child occupies 
just as much space in the car as 
does any other passenger, and re- 
quires just as much investment, ex- 
pense and attention to furnish it 
transportation as are required to 
furnish transportation to an edult

| ment. 


It was the plan of the executives 
previously to file their application 
for a 10 per cent cut, give the em- 
ployees 30 days’ notice, as required 
by law, and to,put the reductions 
into effect, pending hearings by the 
board, and to make retroactive pay- 
ment if the board finally decided 
that the reductions were not “just 
and reasonabie.”. . 

Will Stand Pat. 


Otherwise, the rail chiefs will 
stand pat. 

They will not recede from their

They consider the strike order 
of the brotherhoods as a matter 
between the labor board and men 
solely, and that they are not a par- 
ty to the dispute.

DENIED REDUCTION

passenger. It takes just as much 
time for a child to board and leave 
the car as is taken in the case of 
any other passenger. A child re- 
quires just as much care and dili- 
gence on the part of the company 
employees as uoes any other pas- 


Senger. 


Risk Even Greater. 

“The risk of accident or persona} 
injury is even greater in the case 
of a child passenger than in the 
case of an adult passenger.. The 
legal rule of responsibility on the 
part of the company is stricter in 
regard to a child passenger than it 
is in regard to a., adult passenger, 
for the company Is required to make 
up in diligence what the child is 
supposed to lack. 

“If reduced rates to schoo) child- 
ren should result in increased riding 
by school children, it would be prin- 
cipally during the peak of the 
morning rush hours. During this 
period of the day, at least, the ca- 
pacity of the cars is already being 
taxed; the expense of operation is 
greatest. Additional travel would 
require additional cars, and would 
not be the mere _ utilization of 
empty space in the cars already be- 
ing run. 

“Certainly, therefore, there is no 
justification for reduced rates for 
school children from the standpoint 
of coast of furnishing the service. 

‘It is stated that reduced rates 
for schoo] children are granted in 
other places. Reduced rates for 
school children are granted in some 
cities, but only in a very limited 
number of them. Out of 288 towns 
and cities in the United States, with 
a population of 25,000 or over, 
served by street .ailways, reduced 
fares to school children, or any 
other children, are in effect in only 
48 of these cities or towns. It is 
the consensus of opinion of street 
railway operators, even in the cities 
where reduced school children rates 
are in effect, that they are unjusti- 
fied, and ought not to be granted, 
and the rates would be withdrawn 
if it were possible to withdraw 
them, 

Burdensome Expense. 


“It has been stated that a reason 
for granting reduced rates for school 
children is that the children are non- 
productive while attending school, 
and that it is a burdensome expense 
on the average family to have to 
pay street car fare for children 
attending school. The same reason 
would apply with equal force to the 
granting of reduced prices for arti- 
cles of food, clothing, etc. Certainly, 
however, it cannot be seriously con- 
tended that for this reason the 
street railway cOmpany should carry 
school children at less than cost, 
simply for the reason of trans- 


ferring the expense from thé parent | 


to the street railway service. 

“This company pays far the 
largest amount of taxes to the city 
of Atlanta of any individual or en- 
terprise. Thus it contribtueg to the 
maintenance of the public school 
system more money than any other 
énterprise, individual or group. The 
recent increase of 25 cents in the 
tax rate falls proportionately on 
this company, and it was understood 
thatthe entire revenue raised from 
this increased tax would be devoted 
to the public schools. 

To All Children. 


“If reduced rates were granted 
to school children,” he said, “they 
would have to be granted to all chil- 
dren. li-they are granted to all chil- 
dren, it would not be long before a 
demand would be made for reduced 
rates for working people. If reduced 
rates were granted to working peo- 
ple, it would be but a step to de- 
manding that similar reduced rates 
be granted to all people within cer- 
tain hours. Certainly it would be 
the rankest discrimination to grant 
reduced rates to school children, and 
deny them to other children, just as 
it would be equally. discriminatory 
to grant reduced rates to working 
people, and deny them to people 
who do not or cannot work. 

“If reduced rates are granted to 
the school teachers, a refusal would 
hardly be justified to grant them to 
other women, say, for instance, those 
who work in stores or offices of fac- 
tories, some of whom are paid even 
less than are the school children, 
If lower fares were granted to all 
women who work, what excuse could 
be offered for not granting them to 
women who do not work, in those 
particular cases, especially, where 
they may be less able to pay street 
car fares than women who work.

Atlanta 
State University 


BY LOUISE DOOLY. 
Mary Lyndon, dean of women at 
the Univérsity of Georgia, in a state- 
ment in The Constitution of last 


Sunday, showed that at the begin; 
ning of the third year of women's 
admission to the University -.of 
Georgia, a wholesome growth in 
women’s attendance is noted, al- 
though, with women more than two 
years ago admitted by the Georgia 
legislature to the State university, 
absolutely no provision has yet been 
made by the state for dormitory 
provision for the women, or for ex- 
tra faculty members. 

This session, states Miss Lyndon, 
the register shows that there are 
students from Florida, South Caro- 
lina and Texas, and from the follow- 
ing counties in this state: Bal- 
dwin, Bartow, Berrien, Bibb, Brooks, 
Chatham, Cherokee, Clarke, Colum- 
bia, Crawford, DeKalb, Dougias,

The most significant fact about 
this year’s registration is the num- 
ber of students who have entered 
the freshman class, having come 
directly from accredited high schools 
to spend’ four years at Georgia. Two 
years ago there was but one fresh- 
man, registered. as such, a pre-medi- 
cal student. 

Another important feature is that 
the majority of students now are 
full-time students. 

The privision which othgr ecates 
in the south are making for the 
women students in their state uni- 
versities makes such a slendid 
showing that a recital of this show- 
ing from any one of them may well 
stimulate the Atlanta women who 
are being depended upon for their

All women stu- 
dents outside of Knoxville are .re- 
quired to reside in dormitories. ( e 
state of Georgia has provided no 
dormitory for women.)

The University has at présent a 
program for the erection of a new 
home economics building to cost 
‘$200,000 and additional dormitory 
facilities of $100,000 to $150,000. 

Physical education for women and 
home economics are the Only de-

In other departments they have 
equal facility with men. | 

What Atlanta Can Do. 

The women of Atlanta did their 
part with the women of Georgia in 
securing the admission of women to 
the University of Georgia. Tha 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
made it their chief aim for many 
years, and finally were rewarded. 
Their success is a sort of empty vic- 
tory, however, if bare admisSion is 
all there is to it. 

Surely the Georgia women who 
are: intelligent enough and ambi- 
tious enough to seek the higher ed- 
ucation are similarly potential in 
their value to their state to the 
Georgia boys who want the training 
cGllege gives. 

The women of Atlanta have the 
opportunity, through the women’s 


division of the Memorial campaign, 
headed by Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, to 
fyifill the obligation they incurred 
when, with women of all Geor- 
via, they finally secured the open- 
ing of the university to women. 
Their contributions to the campaign 
fund—and $50,000 is the Atlanta 
women’s quota—will go direct, if 
they so desire it, to an Atlanta wom- 
an’s building for women. Moreover, 
they can make their contributions 
a memorial to any of Georgia's boys 
who gave their lives in the world 
war. A tablet will commemorate 
the hero’s name and service, and it 
may include the name also of the 
donor.

Old plantation hymns 
negroes in old-fashioned 
style, featured the 
meeting at the Baptist Tabernacle 
Tuesday night when the famous 
evangelist delivered the second sec- 
tion of his noted sermon on “The 
Second Coming of Christ,” with a 
large crowd of colored people 
the congregation. 

Before beginning his sermon, 
“Cyclone Mack” called on the ne- 
groes to sing some of the old songs. 
After they had rendered several 
numbers the big crowd applauded 
them. 

“I'm preaching to more colored 
people than any other white minis- 
ter in the country,” the evangelist 
said. “In my big tent which I carry 
with me I have a section reserved 
for colored people and there are 
from 2,000 to 3,000 present every 
night. I want the colored people of 
Atlanta to come out to these meet- 
ings during the rest of the time I 
am here. A section of the church 
will be reserved for, them and we'll 
all be glad to have you here.”

It is expected that Joe P. Bod- 
woin, of Adairsville, deputy grand 
master of the Grand Lodge of Geor- 
gia, will be advanced to the posi- 
tion of grand master tomorrow. 
Grand Master Charles L. Bass, of 
Atlanta, who has held the office 
for two terms, is expected to re- 
tire, it being against custom for a 
grand master to remain in office 
more than two years. ' 


Only One Position. 


The retirement of Mr. Bass, if 
such takes place, will leave only 
one position to fill, that of junior 
grand warden, all of the other grand 
lodge officers being advanced on 
post with the exception of the grand 
secretary. 

So far there is no Indication as 
to who will be offered for jtiinior 
‘grand warden; the position is much 
desired, as it is the first stepping 
stone to the grand mastership. To- 
day's session of the apace lodge 
was opened by Grand Master Bass, 
who comMended the work of Grand 
Secretary Baker, both for efficient 
service at the headquarters here and 
for personal work he had done dur- 
ing the year among the subordinate 
lodges of the state in behalf of 
the Masonic home endowment fund. 

He referred also to the fact that 
the grand lodge is free of debt.

Proves Modern in: Theme 


It was hard to tell whether the 
big audience at the Atlanta theater 
last night to hear Mozart’s comic 
opera, “The Impresario,” enjoyed 
most the lovely music or the com- 
edy, and the fact that the problems 
of the theater then are the prob- 
lems of the theater now. 


That prima donnas in the days 
of 1790 disputed roles with one an- 
other, and sacrificed the composer 
and his music to their own vanity 
and the exploitation of their style, 
regardless of the dramatic circum- 
stances, the Mozart comedy proved 
amusing enough, and made it still 
more so Was the eiglteenth century 
opera house _ directdr’s invariable 
plea when he would urge upon the 
composer the cheapening of his 
most artistic effects, that the “pub- 
lic demands it.” But the final shock 
came with the incident in the opera 
that the orchestra musicians were 
quarreling among themselves and 
refused to play until the director

should meet their demands. And 
yet the twentieth century believes 
that “disorganized” musicians and 
their orchestra unions are a purely 
modern problem. 

As for the production itself, there 
has rarely been presented here any- 
thing more intimately delightful. 
The company is one brought to- 
gether from among the Society of 
American Singers and presented by 
the president, that well-known fig- 
ure in American music in America, 
William Wade Hinshaw. 

“The Impresario’’ met surpris- 
ingly the taste of the audience. The 


music is so marvelously and untir- 
ingly melodious; it is done in such 
exquisitely roundéd periods; 
So gracious and so refined, that 
perhaps the opera directors of to- 
day are no more mirrors of public 
taste than the director of 1790, 
for, in spite of all these really ar- 
tistic qualities, the audience liked it. 

The production was excellent. 
Percy Hemus, as the Vienna opera 
director librettist, poet, dramatist, 
musician, singer, actor and other 
things, could have carried the per- 
farmance, even if his support had 
been less good. Singer and comedian 
of highest standard in both arts, 
he was the outstanding figure 
around which the happy little in- 
trigue centered. 


Two excellent sapranos, Regina 
Vicarino and Hazel Huntington, 
were in.truth vocal as well as 
prima donna rivals. Théy have each 
a fine coloratura attainment, as 
well as the true Mozartian phrasing 
and style. Thomas McGranahan, 
tenor in the role of Mozart, and 
Francis Tyler, as Philip, the di- 
rector’s nephew, completed a quin- 
tet which was most adequate and 
delightful, while Gladys Craven, at 
the piano, who supplied the entire 
instrumental background, gave a 
superlative satisfaetion with her 
accompaniments. The opera had 
pleasing investiture in its one 
scene.

Washington, October 25.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The re- 
turn today of the French ambassa- 
dor, Jules Jusserand, direct from 
the seat of his government, added 
a new interest in the arms parley. 
The French embassy has been prac- 
tically dark before ayd since the 
foreign dignitaries began to arrive, 
and the position of France in the 
parley is not only pivotal, but one 
of sympathetic responsibility. 
Standing at the open door to Ger- 
many, with a half century of feud- 
ism to overcome, the position of the 
greatest sufferer of the allied vic- 
tors takes a keen place in every 
conference program. 
In speaking of the attitude of 
France, Ambassador Jusserand said: 
“We will come in the same spirit 
as we are invited by President Har- 
ding and Secretary of State Hughes. 


The dominant note is cordiality. We 
come with that spirit, and wibl at- 
tend with cordiality in mind. We 
want the conference to succeed, and 
anything that We can do we shall.” 

“Can you speak of the opinion in 
France as to limitation of arma- 
ments?’ 

“You know,” replied the ambas- 
sador, “that po yr the war we did 
nothing toward enlarging our navy. 
Plants that were once used for 
naval armament were busy making 
shells. Now our navy in numbers is 
far below any scale that would be 
set, even by a limitation confer- 
ence. 

“As to the army, that is differ- 
ent. Often it is said by your lead- 
ing men that the United States has 
a vast frontier undefended, with the 
people of the United States on one 
side and of Canada on the other. 
Well, if we had a frontier with Ca- 
nadians on the other side we would 
feel easy, too.”
